students  in  the  Class  of  2012  graduated  with  an 
average  debt  of  more  than  $100,000  in  student 
loans.  Scholarship  support  helps  students  reduce 
their  loan  burden  and  makes  life  a  little  easier 
upon  graduation. 


Western  New  England  University  School  of  Law  is  fortunate  tfiat 
generous  alumni  and  friends  have  recognized  the  importance  of 
providing  opportunities  to  new  generations  of  law  students  by 
establishing  endowed  scholarships. 

John  H.  Breck  III  '83  recently  created  the  John  H.  Breck  III  Endowed 
Scholarship,  which  is  awarded  annually  to  a  returning  law  student  based 
on  his  or  her  financial  need.  John  currently  works  in  the  Naples,  FL,  office 
of  the  Minneapolis-based  national  accounting  firm  CliftonLarsenAllen  LLP. 

"Two  years  ago,  when  Dean  Arthur  Gaudio  asked  me  to  consider  estab- 
lishing a  scholarship  fund  at  the  School  of  Law,  I  was  happy  to  come 
forward,"  John  says.  "My  own  experience  at  the  School  of  Law  was  one 
of  a  quality  education  from  an  excellent  faculty  who  take  a  genuine  interest 
in  their  students.  I  think  I  am  fortunate  to  have  a  Western  New  England 
University  School  of  Law  education,  and  I  am  grateful  that  I  can  help  future 
students,  in  however  modest  a  way,  to  gain  a  similar  education  to  mine." 

Endowed  scholarships  are  a  significant  source  of  aid.  They  are  perma- 
nent and  provide  assistance  for  generations  to  come.  Endowed  scholar- 
ships are  created  with  a  pledge  of  $25,000  or  more,  which  can  be  paid 
over  five  years.  Once  fully  funded,  a  scholarship  pays  out  a  certain  percent- 
age of  its  December  31  market  value,  using  a  13-quarter  average,  for  the 
subsequent  academic  yean  The  percentage  currently  used  by  the  Univer- 
sity is  five  percent.  The  intent  is  to  keep  the  scholarship  fund's  principal 
untouched,  ensuring  that  it  will  be  available  into  perpetuity.

Stepping  Up  When  Justice  Calls 


John  Adams  Pro  Bono  Publico 
Awards  Honor  Alumni 

On  October  24, 2012,  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court's  Standing  Committee  on  Pro  Bono  Legal  Services 
presented  the  11th  annual  John  Adams  Pro  Bono  Publico  Awards 
to  four  recipients,  including  two  Western  New  England  alumni. 
The  prestigious  awards  are  named  in  honor  of  John  Adams  and 
John  Quincy  Adams. 

The  Committee  recognized  Dorothy  Varon  '95,  Assistant  Vice 
President  and  Counsel  in  the  Law  Division  of  Massachusetts 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  (MassMutual),  and  Steven 
Dzubak  '12,  Staff  Attorney  with  the  Committee  for  Public  Counsel 
Services  in  the  Springfield  District  Public  Defender  Division. 
Dzubak  received  the  Committee's  first-ever  student  award. 


Dorothy  Varon  '95:  Inspiring 
a  Corporate  Culture 

Imagine  yourself  m  an  unfamiliar  place,  on 
the  brink  of  e\iction,  and  unable  legally  to 
defend  yourself  because  those  m  power 
speak  a  language  you  do  not  understand. 

Too  often  this  is  the  experience  of  people 
who  appear  before  Massachusetts'  Western 
Housing  Court  Division  without  the  benefit 
of  legal  representation. 

Yet,  with  the  simple  donation  of  just  a  few 
hours,  a  lawyer  can  give  these  people  a  voice, 
and,  in  many  cases,  find  equitable  solutions 
for  the  parties  involved. 

The  power  of  such  advocacy  is  something 
Dorothy  Varon  has  witnessed  time  and  time 
again,  as  attorneys  use  their  skills  pro  bono 
when  It  matters  most. 

Dorothy  received  the  Adams  Award  for 
her  effons  in  developing  a  pro  bono  program 
at  MassMutual,  for  her  leadership  in  encour- 
aging pro  bono  activity  in  Springfield,  and  for 
expanding  corporate  counsel  pro  bono  efforts 
across  Massachusetts. 

Dorothy  works  in  the  Corporate  Law 
Group  at  MassMutual,  where  her  main  focus 
is  intellectual  property  She  is  the  primary 


lawyer  for  the  company's  procurement  group, 
helping  to  negotiate  goods  and  services  and 
large-scale  software  development  projects  and 
software  licensing.  She  is  also  an  attorney  for 
MassMutual's  advertising  group,  ensuring 
regulatory  compliance  of  marketing  collateral 
content,  and  handling  legal  issues  surround- 
ing the  use  of  social  media  m  commerce. 
Seeking  to  capitalize  on  MassMutual's  inter- 
nal talent,  Dorothy  is  a  corporate  intrapre- 
neur  who  established  a  patent  program  that 
encourages  inventorship. 

The  Bronx  native  came  to  the  practice 
of  law  as  a  second  career.  She  commuted 
70  miles  from  her  home  in  Columbia 
County,  NY,  to  attend  class  at  Western  New 
England,  where  she  was  drawn  to  its  sup- 
portive community  "I  was  40  years  old  and 
had  been  working  for  a  very  long  time,"  she 
says.  "I  was  not  concerned  with  going  to 
Harvard.  I  wanted  to  go  someplace  where  I 
could  feel  supported  and  good  about  being 
there  every  day" 

Today,  Dorothy  feels  fortunate  that  she 
works  for  a  company  committed  to  serving 
its  community,  and  for  a  legal  department 
headed  by  Mark  Roellig,  Executive  Vice  Pres- 
ident and  General  Counsel,  that  encourages 


and  supports  its  attorneys  to  apply  their 
expertise  for  the  benefit  of  the  greater  good. 

"When  I  came  to  MassMutual,  there  was 
no  formal  pro  bono  program,"  Dorothy  says. 
"So  I  approached  our  General  Counsel  about 
starting  a  pro  bono  committee  and  Mark  was 
very  supportive,  as  he  has  been  on  a  vanety 
of  things." 

Most  recently,  under  Roellig's  creative 
leadership,  MassMutual  received  the  2012 
Connecticut  Law  Tribune  Legal  Department  of 
the  Year  Award  for  Management  of  In-House 
Counsel  and  Diversity. 

"MassMutual  has  long  been  committed  to 
making  the  communities  where  we  live  and 
work  a  better  place,"  says  Roellig.  "Part  of 
this  involves  contributing  our  own  talent  and 
expertise  in  areas  where  we  can  make  a  posi- 
tive difference  in  the  lives  of  those  less  fortu- 
nate than  us.  Pro  bono  legal  work  enables  us 
to  impact  people's  lives  in  a  meaningful  and 
lasting  way"  He  says  Dorothy's  work  has 
helped  foster  the  culture  of  service  within 
MassMutual,  and  inspired  its  attorneys, 
paralegals,  and  administrative  staff  to  "serve 
as  role  models  for  our  company,  community, 
and  the  legal  profession." 

Dorothy  helped  establish  the  MassMutual 
Pro  Bono  Project,  which  sponsors  the  Hamp- 
den County  Legal  Clinic.  "We  are  about  to 
expand  the  MassMutual  program  menu  of 
opportunities  so  people  will  have  more 
options — attorneys  and  non-attorneys  as 
well,"  she  says.  "Our  pro  bono  mission  is 
largely  aligned  with  our  broader  charitable 
purpose  in  the  communities  of  Springfield 
and  Enfield  [CT]  ." 

Dorothy  is  also  a  longstanding  member 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court's  Pro  Bono 
Committee  and  served  as  a  panelist  on  the 
In-House  Counsel  Pro  Bono  Forum  in  2011. 

Back  in  2002,  Judges  Dma  Fein  and 
William  Abraskin  led  an  urgent  plea  for 
members  of  the  bar  to  volunteer  to  ser\'e  the 
underrepresented  in  Springfield's  Housing 
Court,  where  according  to  Dorothy,  80 
percent  of  litigants  were  without  representa- 
tion (that  percentage  is  even  bigger  today). 
Dorothy  teamed  with  Attorney  Suzanne 
Garrow  of  Heisler,  Feldman,  McCormick  and 
Garrow,  a  fellow  member  of  the  Women's  Bar 
Foundation  of  Massachusetts,  to  answer  the

call.  They  led  the  charge  to  develop  a  program  that  offers 
legal  representation  to  income -eligible  landlords  and  tenants 
through  the  Housing  Courts  Lawyer-for-a-Day  program. 

With  Garrow,  Dorothy  convened  a  Hundred  Lawyer 
Challenge,  inviting  representatives  of  larger  firms  in  Spnng- 
field  to  volunteer  in  the  new  program. 

More  recently  Dorothy  and  the  MassMutual  Pro  Bono 
Committee  have  partnered  with  the  Hampden  County  Bar 
Associations  Legal  Clinic  to  de\-elop  a  similar  Lawyer-for- 
the-Day  program  to  provide  assistance  to  ci\1l  litigants  in 
District  Court. 

In  2011,  Dorothy  joined  a  corps  of  volunteers  orga- 
nized by  Nick  Fyntnlakis  G'04,  Vice  President  of  Com- 
munity Responsibility  at  MassMutual,  to  provide  pro  bono 
services  when  hundreds  of  Springfield  residents  needed 
emergency  legal  assistance  following  the  unprecedented 
June  20 11  tornado. 

For  Dorothy  stepping  in  to  help  those  who  couldn't 
afford  representation  was  simply  business  as  usual.  "It  is 
a  privilege  to  be  able  to  attend  law  school,"  she  says.  "The 
degree  you  receive,  coupled  with  the  skills  you  learn,  pro- 
vide a  way  of  helping  individuals  in  need  in  a  way  very 
few  others  can  help.  In  my  view,  it  is  incumbent  upon  all 
lawyers  to  give  back.  I  also  have  the  additional  privilege  of 
working  for  MassMutual's  law  department." 

Dorothy  feels  that  the  ability  to  combine  the  skills  Western 
New  England  University  School  of  Law  gave  her  with  Mass- 
Mutual's resources  and  generosity  makes  doing  pro  bono  work 
both  highly  doable  and  fulfilling.  "Think  about  it,"  she  says. 
"If  you  spend  just  three  hours  in  Housing  Court  to  mediate  a 
landlord  tenant  dispute,  you  could  save  someone  from  being 
homeless. We  really  can  make  such  a  huge  difference."

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Steven  Dzubak  '12:  A  Public 
Interest  Scholar  Stands  Up  for 
Environmental  Justice 

Steven  Dzubak  didn't  consider  Springfield 
merely  a  stopping  ground  while  he  earned  his 
J.D.  It  was  his  newly-adopted  community  and 
he  was  willing  to  fight  to  protect  it. 

Steve  received  a  special  Adams  Award  for  his 
exceptional  pro  bono  work  on  environmental  issues 
while  still  a  student  at  Western  New  England. 

Today  Steve  works  as  a  Staff  Attorney  at  the 
Committee  for  Public  Council  Services,  and  remains 
committed  to  climate-related  issues  in  Springfield, 
where  he  and  his  wife  have  put  down  roots. 

A  graduate  of  Pennsylvania  State  University, 
Steve  was  li\dng  in  Los  Angeles  when  he  decided 
to  come  back  east  to  attend  law  school  at  West- 
em  New  England  through  our  Public  Interest 
Scholars  program. 

As  a  first-year  student  with  an  interest  in  the 
environment,  Steve  approached  Assistant  Professor 
of  Law  Benjamin  Rajotte  about  reactivating  the 
Environmental  Law  Coalition.  That  inquiry  led  to 
a  three-year  journey  that  taught  Steve  about  the 
power  of  community  organization  to  effect  change. 

Professor  Rajotte  recruited  Steve  to  assist 
with  an  environmental  project  involving  com- 
munity resistance  to  a  private  developer  that 
had  received  a  Springfield  City  Council  permit 
to  build  a  $150  miUion,  35-megawatt  power 
plant  that  would  bum  constmction  and  debris 
matenal.  The  project  remains  m  litigation  in 
Superior  Court  and  Land  Court  at  this  writing. 

Steve  was  quickly  conscripted  by  a  small 
group  of  actixists  looking  to  build  a  community 
coalition  to  protest  the  permit. 


"Steve  is  a  natural  leader,"  says  Professor 
Rajotte.  "His  unparalleled  sacrifice  of  his  per- 
sonal time  on  this  matter  during  his  law  school 
career,  for  no  formal  recognition  nor  any  credit 
or  compensation,  also  deserves  mention.  At  the 
same  time,  he  stood  out  academically  in  the  top 
four  percent  of  his  class." 

As  community  objection  to  the  plant  gained 
momentum,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Emaronmental  Protection  issued  a  moratorium 
on  buming  debris  and  constmction  matenals 
while  the  issue  was  being  studied. 

"It  was  a  multi-pronged  strategy  and  there 
are  a  lot  of  different  groups  and  individuals 
involved,"  says  Steve.  "A  lot  of  it  was  going 
door  to  door,  attending  City  Council  meetings, 
meeting  with  councilors,  having  experts  write 
reports,  and  getting  the  word  out  to  the  media 
and  the  community  involved." 

Taking  a  closer  look  at  the  pros  and  cons  of 
developing  the  plant,  the  City  Council  decided 
to  revoke  the  permit  it  had  issued  two  years  ear- 
lier The  developer  is  contesting  that  decision. 

Through  the  experience,  Steve  leamed  that 
even  a  student  of  the  law  could  have  an  impact. 

"Sometimes  the  best  thing  for  your  client  to 
have  is  simply  another  voice  that  is  trained  to 
be  an  advocate,"  says  Steve.  "Dorothy  Varon's 
program  and  others  like  it  are  great  in  that  they 
provide  pro  bono  training.  An  attorney,  even  one 
who  is  practicing  in  an  area  that  is  not  housing 
or  criminal  law,  still  has  far  and  away  a  greater 
set  of  skills  than  many  of  the  people  who  come 
before  the  court  without  representation.  That  kind 
of  advocacy  in  and  of  itself  goes  a  long  way"  ♦ 


Cultivating  a  Service  Ethos: 
The  Pro  Bono  Requirement 

Western  New  England  University  School  of 
Law  has  a  longstanding  history  of  students 
and  faculty  committed  to  pro  bono  service. 
From  our  formal  Public  Interest  Scholars 
program,  to  our  annual  Alternative  Spring 
Break  program,  to  the  numerous  hours 
committed  to  legal  service  agencies,  our 
students  seek  to  make  a  difference  long 
before  they  earn  their  law  degrees. 

In  fall  2012,  the  School  of  Law  made  pro 
bono  service  a  requirement  for  obtaining 
a  J.D.,  and  enlisted  our  Office  of  Career 
Services  to  facilitate  student  volunteer 
opportunities.  Beginning  with  students 
enrolled  in  fall  2012,  all  students  must 
complete  20  hours  of  pro  bono  law-related 
service  in  the  period  between  the  end  of  the 
first  semester  of  law  school  and  the  begin- 
ning of  their  last  semester  of  law  school. 
Pro  bono  service  must  be  both  uncompen- 
sated and  not  for  academic  credit. 

To  lead  by  example,  our  faculty  also  agreed 
to  commit  to  at  least  20  hours  of  pro  bono 
legal  work  each  year.  Many  faculty  members 
annually  exceed  20  hours  of  pro  bono  or 
public  service  working  on  local,  national, 
and  international  issues.

Alumni  enjoyed  reuniting  with  classmates  and 
faculty  and  catching  up  on  professional  and  per- 
sonal news.  Students  took  the  opportunity  to  learn 
firsthand  from  alumni  about  their  careers  and 
personal  journeys  from  law  school  to  the  present 
day.  Members  from  the  University  in  attendance 


included  President  Anthony  S.  Caprio,  Dean  Art 
Gaudio,  and  Professors  Sam  Stonefield,  Erin 
Buzuvis,  Matthew  Charity,  Beth  Cohen,  Jim 
Cordon,  Eric  Gouvin,  Jeanne  Kaiser,  Barb  Noah, 
Rene  Reich-Graefe,  Sudha  Setty,  and  Associate 
Dean  Michael  Johnson. 

A  Call  to  Carry  On 

For  the  speakers,  the  event  provided  a  platform  to 
remind  all  in  attendance  of  the  need  to  use  their 
professional  skills  and  personal  passions  to  con- 
tinue the  fight  against  racial  inequality  in  the  legal 
system  and  beyond. 

Charles  spoke  about  the  ongoing  racial  dispar- 
ity in  a  "so-called  justice  system  where,  of  the  two 
million  people  in  jails,  80  percent  of  them  look  a 
lot  like  me."  He  asked  the  audience  to  consider 
why  12  percent  of  the  population  has  a  better 
than  35  percent  chance  of  being  incarcerated.  He 
challenged  the  audience  of  legal  professionals  to 


continue  the  fight  against  inequality  in  the  justice 
system,  as  well  as  other  aspects  of  society.  He 
pointed  to  the  banking  system,  where  he  says, 
"people  of  color  experience  a  disproportionately 
high  rate  of  mortgage  denial." 

Colleen  talked  about  her  personal  challenges 
of  being  "biracial  in  a  world  that  still  maintains 
invisible  lines  of  racial  divide."  She  discussed  the 
inequity  of  the  Georgia  legal  cases  of  Troy  Davis 
and  Samuel  David  Crowe.  Davis  was  a  black  man 
who  was  executed  despite  the  fact  that  several  of 
the  witnesses  to  his  alleged  crime  had  recanted 
their  testimonies.  Whereas  Crowe,  a  white  man 
who  pled  guilty  to  murder,  was  granted  clemency 
because  he  showed  "remorse  and  good  behavior" 
while  incarcerated.  Colleen  spoke  of  her  goals  to 
advocate  for  the  people  that  society  treats  unfairly. 
"I  want  to  be  able  to  show  others  that  it  no  longer 
matters  what  race  they  are,  because  their  circum- 
stances won't  be  any  different,"  she  said.  ♦

An  outstanding  student,  Andrew  was  a  recipi- 
ent of  the  University's  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
Jr.  Scholarship.  He  honed  his  lawyering  skills 
through  a  variety  of  practice-ready  experi- 
ences, including  clerking  for  Magistrate  Judge 
Kenneth  Neiman  at  the  federal  District  Court 
in  Springfield,  externing  with  the  Committee 
for  Public  Counsel  Ser\'ices  at  the  Northamp- 
ton District  Court,  participating  in  the  Crimi- 
nal Clinic,  and  serving  on  the  First 
Amendment  Moot  Court  team. 

"I  think  the 
focus  on  experi- 
ential learning 
at  "Western  New

Spotlight  Arvett  Bradford  '92

Her  life's  work  found  her  before  she  had  ever  attended  law  school  or  passed  the  bar  exam.  Armed 
with  a  bachelor's  degree  in  psychology,  Arvett  Bradford  '92  went  out  into  her  western  Massachusetts 
community  in  the  early  eighties  and  began  working  with  families  and  young  people,  first  as  an  outreach 
counselor  for  a  program  that  helps  rehabilitate  court-involved  youth,  then  as  a  probation  officer  for  the 
probate  and  family  court  in  Springfield.  Her  role,  later  renamed  Family  Service  Officer,  involved  doing 
mediation,  custody  investigations,  meeting  with  parents,  and  referring  families  to  community  resources. 


"I  was  going  to  court  doing  just  about  every- 
thing a  lawyer  does  without  having  the  actual 
clients,  and  I  loved  it,"  says  Arvett.  "My  friends 
kept  saying  to  me,  'You  need  to  go  into  law.'  It 
was  really  a  natural  fit." 

Arvett  was  a  single  mother  at  the  time,  liv- 
ing and  working  in  Springfield.  The  School  of 
Laws  nearby  location  and  reputation  made  the 
decision  to  attend  an  easy  one.  She  began  a 
four-year  journey  working  full-time  during  the 
day  and  attending  law  school  at  night. 

"Being  able  to  go  to  school  m  the  evenings 
was  a  wonderful  opportunity,"  she  says.  "We 
had  such  great  access  to  our  professors.  As 
evening  students — versus  day  students — a  lot 
of  us  spent  a  good  deal  of  our  time  working  or 
with  our  families,  so  it  was  important  to  have 
that  interaction  while  we  were  there,  to  be  able 
to  have  a  legitimate  conversation,  and  for 
someone  to  really  take  the  time  out  and  listen 
and  encourage  us  in  the  law." 

Twenty  years  later,  she  remembers  Profes- 
sors Art  Wolf,  Robert  Lusardi,  and  Leora 
Harpaz  in  particular.  "It  was  their  passion  for 
the  law,  and  their  willingness  to  talk  to  you  and 
promote  their  passion  in  their  teaching,"  she 
says.  "I've  never  forgotten  that." 

Arvett  graduated  m  1992  and  ventured  out 
into  private  practice  m  1993  m  the  same  courts 
in  which  she'd  been  working  for  years,  bring- 
ing both  her  former  experiences  in  the  court 
and  her  life  experience  as  a  single  mother 
who'd  once  walked  the  path  her  clients  were 
now  taking. 

Lessons  Learned 

"As  a  family  law  attorney,  what  you  really 
have  to  keep  in  mind  is  that  everyone  who 
walks  through  your  door  is  at  a  different  place 


in  terms  of  a  divorce.  It's  a  very  devastating 
matter  and  you  are  literally  going  through  a 
change  of  your  entire  life  as  you  know  it," 
Arvett  says.  "People  are  broken.  They're  hurt. 
And  you  have  to  take  the  time,  and  respect 
where  they  are." 

To  do  that,  Arvett  can't  emphasize  enough 
the  importance  of  listening  and  communicating. 
"I  try  to  identify  what  they  want,  where  they 
are  emotionally  and  mentally  in  the  process," 
she  says.  "You  need  to  learn  what  is  most 
important  to  your  client.  You  have  to  be  mind- 
ful that  you're  talking  about  someone's  family 
and  their  entire  family  structure.  And  I  look  at 
both  sides,  even  when  I'm  talking  with  my 


clients.  I  work  to  explain  both  sides  all  of  the 
time.  To  me  it's  always  better  to  resolve  some- 
thing, rather  than  litigate  it  in  court." 

When  situations  get  tense  and  emotional, 
she  insists  things  stay  civil.  "I  won't  allow 
for  there  to  be  yelling.  It's  not  healthy,"  she 
says.  "What  we'll  do  is  we  sit  back.  We  take 
a  moment.  We  leave  the  room  and  possibly 
suggest  ending  early.  It's  not  productive  for 
tensions  to  rise  that  much.  It's  only  hurtful." 

Some  cases  she's  worked  on  fail  to  end  up 
tidily  in  a  nice  bow.  They  drag  on  for  years, 
never  reaching  an  ideal  resolution.  But  for 
others,  Arvett  is  able  to  see  families  through 
to  the  other  side — the  side  of  hope. 

"Arvett  handled  my  divorce  19  years  ago," 
says  a  grateful  client.  "I  had  three  children  ages 
one  to  SIX  and  was  terrified  of  the  future.  After 
court,  she  sat  me  down  in  the  hallway  and  gave 
me  a  pep  talk  about  life.  I've  never  heard  of  an 
attorney  doing  that.  Through  the  years  when 
jobs  or  insurance  coverage  have  changed,  she 
encouraged  my  ex-spouse  and  me  to  work 
things  out  on  our  own.  When  we  did  reach  an 
impasse  a  few  years  ago,  she  helped  us  to  find 
a  more  equitable  agreement  m  the  best  interests 
of  the  kids.  Without  that  financial  tension,  our 
relationship  as  coparents  has  never  been  better" 

Arvett  takes  pride  in  seeing  clients  come  out 
of  the  process  satisfied  and  ready  to  heal.  Her 
goal  is  for  both  parties  to  be  able  to  interact 
with  one  another  and  willing  to  set  aside  their 
differences  to  do  what's  best  for  their  children. 

"As  a  family  lawyer,"  she  says,  "I  know  I'm 
helping  people,  including  children,  and  am 
honored  to  be  representing  people  who  repre- 
sent future  generations.  When  I  hold  that  in  my 
mind,  I  know  I  have  to  do  my  very  best."  ♦

For  someone  who  began  her  career  at  Western  New  England  University  School 
of  Law  in  the  1970s  lecturing  in  the  former  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  building  on 
Tinkham  Road,  standing  in  front  of  the  21st-century  classroom  full  of  dozens  of 
eyes  peaking  over  laptops  might  be  a  little  disconcerting.  But  not  for  Professor  Leora 
Harpaz,  one  of  the  faculty's  longest  tenured  professors  and  one  of  the  most  proficient 
at  incorporating  technology  into  her  teaching.  Showing  clips  from  YouTube  during 
class  and  posting  assignments  to  her  personal  website  are  as  second  nature  to  her  as 
the  Socratic  Method. 
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Faculty  Profile  Professor  Leora  Harpaz 


"I  try  to  use  technology  to  enhance 
my  teaching,  to  add  value  to  what  I  do, 
rather  than  just  use  technology  because 
It's  available,"  Professor  Harpaz  says. 
"One  thing  I've  found  is  that  planning 
to  use  technology  means  very  carefully 
thinking  out  in  advance  what  I  want  to 
accomplish  m  class  and  what  is  the  best 
way  to  accomplish  it." 

Despite  embracing  new  technology, 
Professor  Harpaz  doesn't  think  that  the 
essence  of  teaching  at  the  School  of  Law 
has  changed.  "Effective  teaching  has 
always  involved  trying  to  engage  students 
to  become  active  learners,  rather  than 
lecturing  and  delivering  information  to 
them,"  she  says.  "Generating  that  student 
engagement  is  both  the  most  rewarding 
as  well  as  the  most  challenging  part  of 
teaching.  It  is  just  as  true  today  as  it  was 
when  I  started  teaching  at  'Western  New 
England." 

North  of  the  Border  Experience 

For  this  lifelong  legal  academic  and 
expert  in  arguably  the  most  American  of 
rights,  the  First  Amendment,  her  schol- 
arly career  began  outside  our  nation's 
borders,  teaching  legal  research  and  writ- 
ing at  York  University's  Osgoode  Hall 
Law  School  in  Toronto.  "It  seemed  like  it 
would  be  an  adventure  to  teach  m  a  for- 
eign country — but  one  where  they  spoke 
English,"  she  says.  She  also  had  a  support 
system  of  family  who  lived  in  the  city 

"At  Osgood  Hall,  I  learned  what  it's 
like  to  stand  in  front  of  a  class  and  teach 
rather  than  participate  as  a  student,"  she 
says.  "It  was  my  first  introduction  to  the 
need  to  combine  your  human  qualities 
with  your  intellectual  abilities." 

Finding  a  Home 
and  Building  a  School 

Following  a  year  in  Ontario,  and  a  two- 
year  stint  in  Manhattan  to  practice  law 
and  earn  an  LL.M.  at  New  York  Univer- 
sity School  of  Law,  Professor  Harpaz 
traded  the  adventure  of  teaching  in  a 
foreign  country  for  the  adventure  of 
teaching  in  a  new  law  program.  "When 
she  arrived  m  Spnngfield  in  1976,  'West- 
em  New  England  was  in  the  first  years  of 


its  full-time  day  program.  "I  liked  the 
idea  of  teaching  at  a  school  that  was  still 
m  its  formative  stages,"  she  says.  "To  me 
that  meant  the  School  would  be  open  to 
new  ideas  and  I  would  have  a  chance  to 
make  a  real  contribution." 

At  Western  New  England,  Professor 
Harpaz  has  been  instrumental  in  advanc- 
ing the  School's  student-centered  philos- 
ophy, sharing  her  passion  for  the  study 
of  First  Amendment  rights  and  related 
subjects  with  thousands  of  students  over 
the  years.  Her  favorite  courses  to  teach 
are  First  Amendment  Rights  and  Religion 
and  the  Constitution.  "I  enjoy  them 
because  of  my  interest  in  the  subject 
matter,  the  enthusiasm  that  my  students 
have  shown  for  those  courses,  and  the 
complexity  and  uncertainty  of  the  law  in 
those  areas,"  she  says.  "While  Professor 
Harpaz  has  focused  her  scholarship  on 
the  First  Amendment,  she  has  taught  in 
many  different  areas  of  the  curriculum. 
"I've  taught  a  total  of  19  different  courses 


during  my  time  on  the  faculty,  which  I 
think  is  a  record  for  the  School  of  Law," 
she  says. 

In  the  1990s,  Professor  Harpaz  was 
one  of  the  catalysts  for  the  creation  of  the 
annual  Supreme  Court  Review,  a  main- 
stay on  the  School's  annual  events  calen- 
dar "We  were  looking  to  create  an  event 
that  would  draw  not  only  students,  but 
also  members  of  the  community,"  she 
says  of  the  Review,  which  celebrates  its 
18th  year  this  fall.  "It  allows  us  to  host  a 
conference  on  an  annual  basis  with  a 
built-in  group  of  issues  to  cover  and  to 
draw  on  the  expertise  of  our  faculty.  Plus, 
it  allowed  me  a  forum  to  talk  about  cases 
that  I  was  very  interested  in." 

Professor  Harpaz  and  her  husband, 
former  Dean  of  the  School  of  Law 
Howard  Kalodner,  are  relocating  to  New 
York  City  to  be  closer  to  family  She  is 
excited  to  become  reacquainted  with  her 
childhood  home  and  intends  to  become 
a  frequent  Broadway  patron.  "I  plan  to 
get  familiar  with  some  areas  of  the  city 
that  have  been  developed  since  I  lived 
there  many  years  ago,  like  the  High  Line 
and  Williamsburg,"  she  says.  "Other 
things  on  my  list  include  volunteering 
to  help  students  apply  to  college  who 
don't  have  enough  of  a  support  system 
at  home,  and  figuring  out  a  way  to  work 
on  reforming  our  election  system  so  it's 
easier  for  people  to  vote." 

Despite  looking  forward  to  living  in 
New  York,  leaving  will  be  bittersweet. 
"I've  developed  close  friendships  with 
many  people  in  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land community,"  she  says.  "But  more 
than  anything,  I'll  miss  the  students.  So 
many  of  my  students  have  been  remark- 
able human  beings,  willing  to  help  out 
their  classmates  rather  than  compete 
with  them,  and  working  to  make  the 
world  a  better  place.  Their  generosity 
and  optimism  has  prevented  me  from 
becoming  as  cynical  as  my  basic  nature 
might  otherwise  have  dictated."  ♦

Committee  of  the  United 
Nations  related  to  violent  evic- 
tions in  the  Philippines;  part- 
nering with  the  Indian  Law 
Resource  Center  and  other 
NGOs  on  a  policy  project 
aimed  al  enhancing  protections 
for  indigenous  peoples,  specifi- 
cally, and  human  rights,  more 
generally  in  projects  funded 
by  multilateral  development 
banks,  with  a  primary  focus

Giovanna 
also  spoke  on  a  panel  about 
criminal-related  LGBT  issues, 
and  her  article  appeared  in  the 
Southwestern  Law  Review.

In  only  its  second  appearance  at  the  event,  Brooklyn 
beat  Harvard  55-44  to  take  the  tournament  crown 


Western  New  England  University  had  its  own  ver- 
sion of  March  IVIadness  this  year:  the  38th  Annual 
Law  School  Basketball  Tournament,  held  on 
March  8-10  at  the  Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center. 
This  year,  32  teams  representing  15  law  schools 
competed:  18  teams  of  law  students  (men),  12 
alumni  teams  (men),  and  two  teams  of  women. 

Brooklyn  Law  School  beat  Harvard  Law  School 
in  the  championship,  55-44.  Both  teams  are  new 
to  the  tournament.  "This  was  the  Brooklyn  team's 
second  time  playing,"  says  Amber  Gould  3L,  one 
of  the  event's  organizers.  "Last  year,  their  first 
year,  they  made  it  to  the  playoffs.  And  this  was 
Harvard's  very  first  year  at  the  tournament.  Their 
captain  told  me  how  great  the  tournament  was, 
how  much  they  enjoyed  it,  and  wished  they'd 
known  about  it  sooner.  They  say  they  will  be  back 
every  year." 

This  was  "the  most  competitive,  well-played, 
and  properly  officiated  tournament  of  some  play- 
ers' memories,"  says  co-organizer  Adam  Zahn  3L. 
"With  only  12  teams  making  the  playoffs  out  of 
30,  a  single  loss  could  very  well  have  been  the 
reason  why  teams  went  home  Sunday  morning." 
Third  was  the  Pace  alumni  team,  and  the  Western 
New  England  Blue  students  team  placed  fourth. 

Law  schools  across  New  England  and  New 
York  sent  teams:  Albany,  Brooklyn,  Buffalo,  Con- 
necticut, Harvard,  New  York,  Pace,  Quinnipiac, 
Roger  Williams,  Suffolk,  Syracuse,  Touro,  UMass, 
Vermont,  and  of  course.  Western  New  England. 

The  event  has  become  so  popular  that  several 
law  schools  sent  more  than  one  team.  Western 
New  England  fielded  six  squads:  four  teams  of 


law  students  (three  of  men  and  one  of  women), 
and  two  alumni  teams  of  men.  Connecticut  and 
Syracuse  each  sent  three  teams. 

"This  is  our  third  time  working  on  this  event, 
and  this  was  the  best  year  yet,"  says  Gould. 
"Everything  went  smoothly,  and  we  could  easily 
roll  with  the  few  punches  that  did  come.  It's  a  lot 
of  fun  doing  this." 

Gould  and  Zahn  added  lunchtime  individual 
contests — a  three-point  contest  and  a  knockout 
shooting  game— for  the  first  time  last  year,  and 
they  were  so  popular  that  they  were  offered 
again.  "About  40  people  participated  in  the 
three-point  shot  contest,"  says  Zahn.  "And  about 
20  people  in  the  knock-out.  Both  provided  a  show 
for  spectators  who  were  resting  and  refueling." 
The  winners  received  movie  passes  and  gift  cer- 
tificates to  Uno  Chicago  Grill  and  Olive  Garden. 

Socializing  and  networking  is,  of  course,  the 
main  goal  of  the  weekend,  and  the  organizers 
worked  hard  to  keep  everything  running  smoothly. 
All  games  were  officiated  by  NCAA-sanctioned 
referees.  Everyone  received  a  T-shirt  and  a  West- 
law  backpack.  They  all  went  to  Smith's  Billiards 
downtown  on  Friday  night,  ate  pizza  for  lunch  on 
Saturday,  and  went  to  Paddy's  Pub  across  the 
street  from  the  School  of  Law  on  Saturday  night. 
So  there  was  lots  of  time  to  hang  out. 

"Three  hundred  law  students  and  alums  from 
all  over  the  northeast  coming  together  like  this 
gives  everybody  a  chance  to  become  friendly  and 
network,"  says  Gould.  "I  feel  like  I  have  a  solid 
professional  community  that's  there  for  me  as  I 
begin  my  law  career."

SUMMARY  OF  EVENTS  FOR  FALL  2012 


The  Legislative  Institute  had  a  full  plate  of  events  during 
summer  and  fall  2012.  The  programs  included  a  forum  of 
the  Massachusetts  Gaming  Commission,  a  candidates' 
debate  for  Superior  Court  Clerk  of  Hampden  County,  the 
annual  Constitution  Day/Citizenship  Day  commemoration, 
and  the  17th  Annual  Supreme  Court  Review  Conference. 


On  August  8,  the  Institute  and  the  Pioneer  Valley  Planning  Commission 
cohosted  the  Massachusetts  Gaming  Commission  (MGC),  which  held 
an  educational  forum  for  members  of  the  public.  The  forum  agenda 
included  experts  in  community  mitigation,  workforce  development,  and 
tourism.  Elected  officials  also  participated,  including  State  Senator  Gale 
Candaras  '82,  the  Senate  Chair  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Economic 
Development  and  Emerging  Technologies,  and  State  Senator  Stanley 
Rosenberg,  formerly  Senate  President  Pro  Tempore  and  currently  its 
majority  leader. 

Alumni  were  well  represented  at  the  August  9  Hampden  County 
Superior  Court  Clerk  debate.  Three  of  the  four  candidates  were  gradu- 
ates of  the  University:  Attorney  John  DaCruz  '94,  Law  Office  Administra- 
tor Linda  Stec  DiSanti  G'88,  Attorney  Laura  Gentile  '91,  and  Springfield 
City  Councilor  Tom  Ashe.  Attorney  Jeffrey  Poindexter  B.S.B.A.  '91 
of  the  Buikley  Richardson  law  firm,  and  Attorney  Marie  Grady  '10 
comprised  the  panel  asking  questions  of  the  candidates. 

On  September  13,  Western  New  England  University  Professor  of 
History  Jonathan  Beagle  presented  the  address  to  commemorate  our 
annual  celebration  of  Constitution  Day/Citizenship  Day.  Professor  Beagle 
is  the  most  recent  recipient  of  the  University's  Excellence  in  Teaching 
Award.  His  remarks,  "Shades  of  1787:  Shays'  Rebellion,  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  Civil  War"  explored  the  relationship  between  Shays'  Rebel- 
lion (1787)  and  the  Civil  War  (1861-1865),  pointing  out  how  the  North 
and  the  South  used  the  earlier  rebellion  to  support  their  positions  on  the 
later  conflict.

On  October  7,  the  Institute  sponsored  the  17th  Annual  Supreme  Court 
Review  Conference.  Western  New  England  University  School  of  Law 
Professors  Leora  Harpaz,  Art  Leavens,  Jennifer  Levi,  Bruce  Miller,  and 
myself  participated.  Among  other  decisions.  Professor  Harpaz 
addressed  the  Patient  Protection  and  Affordable  Care  Act  of  2010 
(Obamacare),  explaining  the  intricacies  of  the  statute  and  the  Court's 
upholding  its  constitutionality.  She  noted  especially  the  unusual  majority 
sustaining  its  validity,  with  Chief  Justice  Roberts  writing  for  the  Court. 

The  Jones  case  was  the  focus  of  Professor  Leavens'  remarks, 
where  the  Court  invalidated  the  use  of  a  GPS  tracking  device.  "By 
attaching  a  GPS  device  to  Jones'  car  and  then  monitoring  the  car's 
movements  for  four  weeks,  the  police  'searched'  that  car  within  the 
meaning  of  the  fourth  amendment,  a  search  that  was  unreasonable 
because  it  was  not  justified  by  a  valid  search  warrant,"  he  noted. 

Professor  Levi  discussed  "Federal  Marriage  Discrimination," 
as  embodied  in  the  Defense  of  Marriage  Act  and  the  California  law  pro- 
hibiting same  gender  marriage.  United  States  Courts  of  Appeals  have 
invalidated  both  laws  on  a  variety  of  grounds.  The  Supreme  Court  is 
deciding  both  cases  at  time  of  publication. 

I  looked  at  the  Arizona  decision  in  which  the  Court  addressed  the 
scope  of  state  authority  to  regulate  immigration,  over  which  the  federal 
government  has  almost  plenary  power.  The  Court  invalidated  much  of 
the  Arizona  statute  on  pre-emption  grounds,  but  upheld  on  its  face  the 
so-called  "show  your  papers"  provision,  leaving  open  later  challenges 
to  that  provision  as  applied.  Professor  Miller  joined  the  others  on  the 
closing  panel,  examining  the  current  term,  the  future  of  the  Court,  and 
the  opportunities  to  appoint  new  justices.  ♦

Ally  Walker 


One  day  while  walking  through  her 
local  park,  Ally  Walker,  acclaimed 
Hollywood  actress,  producer, 
director,  and  screenwriter,  took  a 
bold  step  to  help  a  child  in  need  that  swept 
her  into  the  complex  world  of  foster  care. 
After  the  chance  encounter.  Walker  was 
inspired  to  write,  produce,  fund,  film,  and 
promote  a  compelling  documentary.  For 
Norman,  Wherever  You  Are,  to  shed  light 
on  the  personal  stories  of  the  children  in 
the  Los  Angeles  County  foster  care  system. 
On  November  15,  2012,  law  alumna  Sarah 
Oulton  '12  Invited  Ms.  Walker  to  air  the  film 
at  the  Blake  Law  Center  and  discuss  her 
insights  into  the  ongoing  challenges  of  what 
Walker  fears  has  become  the  "business  of 
fostering  children." 

Following  a  screening  of  the  film 
(cosponsored  by  the  Family  Law  Association 
and  Animal  Law  Association),  Walker  spoke 
from  her  home  in  Los  Angeles  via  Skype 
about  the  documentary  and  its  impact.

Through  the  Looking-glass: 

Screening  of  Ally  Walker's  Daring 
Documentary  Invites  Dialogue  About 
the  State  of  Foster  Care 


"There  are  a  lot  of  homeless  people  in 
the  area  where  I  live,"  Walker  says.  "When 
I  met  Norman  in  that  park  he  had  on  card- 
board shoes.  I  had  a  one-year-old  on  my 
hip  and  there  was  another  woman  with 
a  one-year-old  on  her  hip,  so  I  really 
connected  with  that  mom  and  little  baby. 
I  tried  really  hard  to  help  them." 

Walker  spent  the  day  taking  Norman 
and  his  mother  to  shelters  and  reaching 
out  to  family  members.  She  quickly  found 
herself  tumbling  down  the  rabbit's  hole 
into  the  complex  world  of  the  L.A.  foster 
care  system.  Fearing  that  the  mother  was 
not  well.  Walker  made  a  fateful  call  to  the 
Department  of  Children  and  Family  Ser- 
vices, Days  later  she  learned  that  Norman 
had  been  placed  in  foster  care. 

"There's  a  Chinese  proverb  that  says 
beware  of  saving  the  drowning  man 
because  then  you  have  to  watch  out  for 
that  man's  life,"  she  says.  "I  really  began 
to  wonder,  once  I  had  interfered  with  their 
lives,  if  I'd  made  the  right  call." 

Walker  petitioned  the  courts  for  infor- 
mation about  the  boy,  but  had  no  rights 
as  a  non-relative.  By  then  she  was  through 
the  looking-glass,  seeing  firsthand  how 
difficult  the  system  was  to  navigate.  Des- 
perate to  help,  she  turned  to  the  tools  of 
her  trade — storytelling  through  film. 

She  collaborated  with  Adam  Davidson, 
director  of  the  Oscar-winning  short  film, 
The  Lunch  Date,  to  chronicle  Norman's 
story  and  that  of  children  like  him  who 
too  often  are  left  to  languish  in  the  very 
system  designed  to  help  them. 


The  film  raised  awareness  of  flaws  in 
the  foster  care  system  and  was  a  catalyst 
for  significant  reform,  both  in  Los  Angeles 
and  throughout  the  state  of  California.  It 
won  Best  Documentary  Feature  at  the  San 
Fernando  Valley  International  Film  Festival, 
as  well  as  the  Champion  of  Conscience 
Award  at  the  Wine  Country  Film  Festival. 

Following  the  November  screening  of 
the  film  at  the  Blake  Law  Center,  Walker 
said,  "Changing  the  system  is  fundamen- 
tally impossible  unless  you  change 
the  laws."  Still,  she  sees  promise  in  the 
approaches  introduced  by  L.A.  Department 
of  Children  and  Family  Services  Director  Dr. 
David  Sanders,  whom  she  credits  for  initiat- 
ing "a  wrap-a-round  of  services — doing 
things  more  at  a  community  level,  which 
gets  the  extended  family  involved  before 
you  take  the  child  away." 

Walker  feels  using  her  craft  to  reveal 
the  human  faces  of  the  foster  care  system 
has  started  a  national  dialogue  and  was 
pleased  to  have  an  audience  with  future 
lawyers  at  Western  New  England.  "As  a 
whole,"  she  says,  "the  way  we  view  caring 
for  children  in  these  situations  must  radi- 
cally change."  ♦

"Bullying  has  been  around  forever.  But  what  makes 
bullying  something  that  has  really  been  getting  so 
much  attention  now?  Obviously  there  have  been  some 
very  tragic  instances,  particularly  here  in  western 
Mass.  But  the  advent  of  new  technology  has  also  made 
it  a  more  pervasive  issue.  Whereas  in  the  past  stu- 
dents may  have  been  able  to  go  home  and  escape  bul- 
lying for  some  part  of  their  life,  now  with  the  Internet, 
and  Facebook,  and  texting,  and  Formspring,  it's  really 
everywhere.  It's  pervasive.  It's  24-7.  And  students  can't 
really  escape  it.  It's  glamorized  in  the  media.  If  any- 
one's ever  seen  Gossip  Girl,  that's  an  example  of  a  TV 
show  that  very  much  glamorizes  bullying.  So  how  do 
we  stop  it?  You  can't  legislate  away  bullying.  If  only  we 
could  pass  a  law  that  would  put  an  end  to  bullying,  our 
problem  would  be  solved  and  we  wouldn't  have  to 
have  forums  like  this.  But  the  law  is  really  just  one 
component  of  the  solution.  Really  what  we  need  to  end 
bullying  is  a  collaboration  of  school  officials,  parents, 
teachers,  law  enforcement.  It  really  requires  a  commu- 
nity-wide effort  to  change  the  culture  into  one  in  which 
bullying  is  not  acceptable."

"Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  and  New  Jersey 
have  the  strongest  laws  in  the  country  on  bullying. 
One  of  the  requirements  in  the  [new  Massachu- 
setts anti-bullying]  law  is  the  requirement  of  state- 
school  client  plans,  and  approaching  it  from  this 
cultural  shift  perspective.  That  essentially  involves 
students  and  parents  from  the  community  That's 
the  best  thing  that  comes  out  of  the  law  because  it 
requires  attention  that  didn't  exist  prior. . . .  Most 
of  the  people  I  work  with — superintendents  of 
schools,  school  administrators,  teachers— are 
wholly  invested  in  this  as  a  concept.  They  want  to 
know  what  is  the  right  thing  to  do  in  any  particular 
circumstance.  They  really  care  about  the  out- 
comes. ...  The  question  is,  where  do  you  trigger, 
quote  unquote,  bullying?  When  does  it  become 
bullying  and  when  does  it  become  'kids  are  kids?' 
What's  acceptable  and  what  is  not?  And  what's  not 
acceptable  is  something  that  people  still  grapple 
with.  And  that  also  varies  from  place  to  place 
and  is  dependent  on  the  level  to  which  extent 
resources  are  available  to  address  it."

"To  what  extent  can  and  should  the  victims  of 
bullying  be  able  to  seek  compensation  for  their 
injuries,  emotional  and  sometimes  physical,  not 
only  from  schools  but  also  or  instead  from  the 
parents  of  their  bullies?  If  tort  law  is  to  fulfill 
its  primary  function  of  compensation,  deterrent, 
and  world  fairness,  it  seems  to  me  that  par- 
ents— and  serious  consideration  of  heightened 
liability  for  parents — should  be  a  more  central 
part  of  the  equation. ...  In  the  case  of  cyberbul- 
lying,  as  one  illustration,  we  may  consider 
actions  akin  to  those  of  negligent  entrustment, 
for  example,  where  parents  provide  for  and  pay 
for  Internet  access  and  cell  phone  plans,  but  fail 
to  supervise  adequately  children's  conduct 
thereof.  We've  already  seen  cases  of  this  nature 
with  regards  to,  for  example,  copyright  enforce- 
ment, where  parents  have  been  held  vicariously 
liable  for  the  copyright  infringement  of  their 
children  because  they  provided  and  paid  for  the 
Internet  off  of  which  the  tortious  act  occurred."

"When  the  Law  and  Society  Association  met  in  Pittsburgh  during  the  early 
2000s,  I  was  asked  to  participate  in  an  author-meets-reader  session 
focused  on  Derrick's  then-latest  book,  Ethical  Ambition.  After  the  session, 
we  all  walked  over  to  the  nice  restaurant  located  in  the  refurbished  central 
train  station  nearby  And  as  we  approached,  I  went  to  open  the  door  for 
Derrick.  He  paused,  looked  at  me,  and  said,  'I  remember  when,  as  a  child, 
I  was  prohibited  from  walking  through  these  doors.'  I  still  get  choked  up 
when  I  think  about  this.  'As  a  kid,'  he  said,  'I  had  to  use  another  door  In 
fact,  I  think  this  may  be  the  first  time  I  actually  walked  through  these  doors.' . . .  Having  been  born 
in  the  U.S.  during  the  Jim  Crow  era  of  racial  apartheid  and  white  supremacy  in  this  country  Derrick 
Bell  knew  full  well  that  formerly  separate  was  never  actually  equal.  Coming  of  age  . . .  he  struggled 
shoulder  to  shoulder  in  the  legal  trenches  of  civil  rights  with  Thurgood  Marshall  and  others,  helping 
to  win  Brown  v  Board  of  Education  in  1954  and  1955.  With  that  work  he  helped  pry  slightly  open 
the  locked  gates  to  allow  some  racial  mobility,  first  in  education  and  then  later,  as  the  equality  princi- 
ple was  seen  to  apply  across  the  social  board,  across  society  at  large.  This  was  the  vexed  'progress' 
of  racial  equality  that  Bell  helped  to  accomplish  and  later  came  to  rue. . . .  Bell  helped  to  pioneer  a 
jurisprudential  revolution  through  his  work  in  race  contexts,  yes,  but  as  we  can  see  he  lived  and 
acted  on  the  phnciples  of  anti-subordination  criticality  and  of  racial  realism  in  other  contexts  as  well, 
including  anti-patriarchal  struggle."

The  Public  Interest  Lawyer  and  the

"When  I'm  talking  to  a  group  of  workers  about  their  rights. 
I  think  it's  an  extraordinary  way  to  start  working  on  raising 
wages  and  working  conditions.  Because  when  you're  talking 
about  rights  you  can  have  a  broader  conversation  about  why 
there  are  these  things  called  rights  that  don't  correspond  to 
people's  reality.  Just  imagine  a  continuum  that  goes  reality, 
rights,  justice  ....  There  are  these  laws.  How  come  the  laws 
are  here  and  your  reality  is  here?  . . .  What  is  it  that  allows 
for  the  gap  between  your  reality  and  rights,  and  how  do  you 
move  from  reality  like  that  to  the  rights?  The  next  step  is  to 
say,  these  are  the  rights.  And  rights  are  not  absolute,  rights 
are  what  political  power  has  won  a  particular  group  of  people 
in  the  legislature  at  any  given  time. . . .  There's  a  conversa- 
tion how  you  move  from  rights  on  the  books  to  higher  rights. 
That  is,  for  me,  why  you  talk  about  rights.  You  talk  about 
rights  because  they  help  people  figure  out  where  they  are  in 
relation  to  where  they're  supposed  to  be.  according  to  laws 
on  the  books,  and  where  they  might  want  to  be,  and  how 
they  might  get  there. . . .  It's  not  exactly  using  law  to  win,  but 
using  law  to  think  about  how  to  make  change  in  a  problem."

Frances  Cohen  and  her  husband,  1934  alumnus 
Norman  Cohen,  had  a  lifelong  affinity  for  Western 
New  England.  The  Cohens  were  successful  entre- 
preneurs as  founders  of  Norco  Appliance  Distribu- 
tors, one  of  the  largest  wholesale  appliance  businesses  in 
western  Massachusetts.  Frances  was  also  a  savvy  investor. 
At  her  passing,  she  left  $1  million  to  the  College  of  Business 
to  help  current  and  future  generations  of  students  learn 
firsthand  about  financial  trading. 

The  gift  will  fund  the  Frances  and  Norman  Cohen  Trading 
Room  and  Financial  Center,  which  will  replicate  a  trading 
room  and  function  as  a  classroom  and  a  laboratory.

The  gift  will  also  provide  funds  for  a  $100,000  student- 
managed  investment  pool,  which  undergraduate  and  grad- 
uate students  will  trade  under  the  supervision  of  faculty 
and  a  business/alumni  advisory  board.

"Over  the  course  of  Arch's  career,  his  areas  of  practice  may  have  shifted,  but  his  dedication  to  our 
system  of  justice  has  been  steadfast,"  Judge  Geoffrion  told  those  assembled.  "Through  various 
memberships  and  various  bar-related  activities.  Arch  has  dedicated  himself  to  improving  the 
administration  of  justice  and  providing  access  to  justice  for  those  who  are  less  fortunate.  In  partic- 
ular, while  serving  as  a  life  fellow  with  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Foundation,  Arch  has  committed  his 
time  and  efforts  to  ensure  that  civil  legal  services  are  accessible  and  available  to  individuals  from 
Western  Massachusetts.  He  has  volunteered  his  time  to  serve  on  grant  application  committees  for 
the  Foundation  and  has  assisted  in  reviewing  grant  applications  and  making  recommendations.  He 
has  done  so  quietly,  discreetly,  without  fanfare  or  bravado,  volunteering  not  for  recognition,  but 
rather  recognizing  the  needs  of  this  community's  low-income  population."

Those  who  know  him  understand  that  accolades  from  awards  and 
recognition  do  not  sit  comfortably  with  Arch,  as  he  is  known  by 
his  friends  and  colleagues.  "One  reaches  a  stage  in  ones  life  when 
accomplishments  become  less  important  to  satisfaction  than  do 
the  friendships  formed  over  the  years  and  the  opportunity  to  do 
the  things  for  which  there  wasn't  time  in  years  past,"  he  says.  But 
when  pushed  to  note  what  he  is  most  proud  of  in  his  legal  career, 
he  says,  "my  work  in  the  courtroom  and  with  the  organized  bar 
and,  in  particular,  my  close  association  with  the  Hampden  County 
Bar  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Foundation." 

Arch  grew  up  outside  of  New  York  City  and  in  the  suburbs  of 
Philadelphia.  His  father  was  a  bank  executive  and  his  mother 
worked  at  home.  "I  knew  lawyers  growing  up,  but  it  wasn't  until 
one  of  those  career  day  presentations  in  ninth  grade  that  I  began 
to  consider  law  as  a  career,"  he  recalls.  "The  father  of  one  of  my 
classmates  at  the  Episcopal  Academy  in  Philadelphia  came  in  and 
told  us  about  his  work.  Today,  I  couldn't  tell  you  a  specific  thing 
the  man  said,  but  I  can  recall  thinking  'I  wish  I  could  talk  like 
that.'  He  was  a  very  compelling  guy" 

But  law  would  have  to  wait  for  a  bit.  Arch  graduated  from 
Dickinson  College  in  Carlisle,  PA,  in  1968,  majoring  in  American 
Studies,  with  a  minor  in  Political  Science.  "When  I  graduated  from 
Dickinson,  Uncle  Sam  had  plans  for  me  that  did  not  include  law 
school,"  he  says. 

An  Air  Force  veteran,  Arch  served  both  as  a  command  pilot 
and  in  a  broad  range  of  senior  military  management  positions.  A 
militar}'  pilot  for  more  than  20  years,  he  flew  a  variety  of  aircraft 
and  a  wide  range  of  missions,  including  training,  combat,  and 
transports  large  and  small.  "My  first  airplane  was  a  Cessna  0-2A, 
an  observation  aircraft  that  was  then  one  of  the  Air  Force's  small- 
est. My  final  airplane  was  the  Lockheed  C-5B  Galaxy,  as  big  as  it 
gets."  He  retired  in  2001  from  reserve  service  as  a  Colonel. 

In  1974,  Arch  was  released  from  active  duty  and  was  assigned 
to  the  Air  Force  Reserve  facility  at  Westover  Air  Force  Base  in 
Chicopee,  MA.  Attending  law  school  at  "Western  New  England,  he 
balanced  the  demands  of  rigorous  coursework,  his  part-time  job  in 
the  reserves,  which  required  that  he  maintain  his  flying  proficiency 
and  that  he  travel  frequently,  and  (from  his  second  year  on)  clerk- 
ing in  several  law  firms. 

After  graduation  in  1977,  he  says,  "1  went  directly  into  private  prac- 
tice in  Springfield,  hanging  my  shingle  in  the  library  of  a  lawyer  whom 
1  had  met  doing  work  for  the  Civil  Liberties  Union  of  Massachusetts. 
Gerald  Hegarty  and  I  shared  a  practice  together,  in  various  associations 
with  other  lawyers,  until  his  death  in  1989."  Arch  concentrated  in  civil 
litigation  in  the  state  and  federal  courts,  with  emphasis  on  employ- 
ment, real  estate,  housing,  and  personal  injury  matters.  He  was  a 
leader  in  the  organized  bar,  having  served  as  the  President,  Director, 
and  an  Executive  Committee  member  of  the  Hampden  County  Bar 
Association.  He  has  chaired  the  Bench/Bar  Conference  Committees  on 
the  Springfield  District  Court  and  the  Western  Division  of  the  Housing 
Court.  He  is  a  Fellow  and  Life  Member  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Foun-

dation  (the  charitable  arm  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Association),  a  Fel- 
low of  the  Amencan  Bar  Foundation,  and  a  former  trustee  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Law  Reform  Institute. 

Arch  partnered  with  several  of  his  Western  New  England  class- 
mates, including  Bonnie  Marien  '77,  Jim  Donnelly  '77,  and  Peter 
Connor  '77  at  Lyon  &  Fitzpatnck,  LLP  in  Holyoke,  where  he  is  now 
Of  Counsel. 

Today,  he  and  his  wife,  Judy,  make  their  home  in  Belchertown, 
MA.  Their  son,  Alan,  is  a  first-year  law  student.  Arch  occasionally 
practices  law,  is  a  decent  at  the  Wood  Museum  of  Springfield  His- 
tory, and  is  active  with  the  Greater  Springfield  YMCA,  where  he 
serves  on  advisory  committees.  "Of  course,  when  springtime 
comes  around,"  he  says,  "I  am  more  likely  to  be  chasing  trout  than 
doing  any  of  those  other  things." 

A  longtime  supporter  of  Western  New  England  Universit}; 
Arch  looks  back  fondly  at  his  years  here  and  says,  "Western  New 
England  was  there  when  I  needed  it  to  be.  I  won't  forget  my  debt 
to  the  institution."  ♦ 
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Practice-ready:  changes  in  Curriculum 
Give  Students  Additional  Concrete  Skills 

The  new  skills-based  curriculum  rolls  out  in  September  2013,  giving 
students  more  flexibility  and  variety  to  pursue  their  educational  goals 


The  faculty  has  changed  the  J.D.  degree  require- 
ments in  order  to  give  students  more  opportu- 
nities to  increase  their  practical  experience  and 
develop  stronger  writing  skills.  To  that  end,  five 
units  each  of  skills  and  writing  will  be  required, 
beginning  with  students  entering  in  201 3.  These 
10  units  replace  the  required  Professional  Skills 
and  Qualified  Writing  courses.  In  addition,  the 
number  of  externships  allowed  has  been  raised 
from  two  to  three. 


"This  change  really  enhances  our  skills  and  writing  curriculum," 
says  Dean  Arthur  Gaudio.  "Students  will  nearly  double  their  expo- 
sure to  skills  classes  and  writing  courses.  They  will  leave  Western 
New  England  with  solid  practical  skills,  ready  to  begin  lawyering 
as  soon  as  they  graduate."  While  minor  adjustments  are  often 
made  to  the  curriculum,  the  most  recent  change  of  this  magnitude 
was  the  addition  of  a  20-hour  pro  bono  requirement  that  took 
affect  this  year.  A  similar  requirement  was  also  imposed  on  faculty, 
as  noted  in  our  feature  article. 

The  market  for  law  graduates  has  changed  in  recent  years, 
says  Professor  Erin  Buzuvis,  Chair  of  the  Curriculum  Committee. 
"Financial  pressures  on  law  firms  to  keep  their  prices  down  means 
they  want  law  students  who  graduate  ready  to  go,  in  terms  of 
their  practical  skills.  That's  the  sense  that  we  at  Western  New 
England — and  law  schools  across  the  country — are  getting."

Under  the  curriculum  changes,  five  units  each  of  skills  and  writing  will  be  required. 


According  to  Buzuvis,  Western  New  England 
has  been  careful  not  to  follow  the  law  school 
pack  into  a  new  fad.  "We  want  to  make  sure 
we're  not  sacrificing  essential  coursework  in 
order  to  respond  to  needs  that  might  change 
with  the  economic  tides,"  Buzuvis  says.  "But  we 
think  the  trend  toward  skills-based  education  is 
here  to  stay,  and  that  expectations  have  perma- 
nently shifted,  especially  those  of  students  who 
are  applying  to  law  school.  We  needed  to  make 
a  change." 

The  move  toward  this  change  began  with 
the  August  faculty  meeting,  when  the  Curricu- 
lum Committee  was  charged  with  adding  more 
practical  lawyering  skills  to  the  academic  pro- 
gram. The  committee  also  included  Associate 
Dean  Beth  Cohen,  Professors  Tina  Cafaro  and 
Eric  Gouvin,  and  students  Brittany  Edgerley- 
Dallal  3L,  Anne  Fitzgerald-Pittman  2L,  and 
Megan  Mackenzie  2L.  "I've  never  been  on  a 
committee  where  the  student  representation 
was  so  integral  to  the  process  of  developing  the 
proposal,"  says  Buzuvis.  "It  shows  how  strongly 
they  felt  about  what  we  were  doing  in  changing 
the  curriculum  in  this  regard." 

In  order  to  come  up  with  a  solid  proposal  by 
the  end  of  the  semester,  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee picked  up  the  pace,  meeting  weekly  for 
two  hours  instead  of  its  usual  90  minutes  every 
two  weeks.  Seeking  input,  committee  members 
held  open  discussions  in  the  faculty  lounge, 
where  they  went  over  the  proposal  with  profes- 
sors, answering  questions  and  listening  to  sug- 
gestions. The  committee  formally  presented  the 
proposed  changes  at  the  November  faculty 
meeting,  and  the  new  curriculum  was  adopted 
on  January  11. 

These  changes  are  exciting,  says  Dean  Gau- 
dio.  "The  law  is  rich  in  theory  and  rules,  but 
these  need  to  be  carefully  selected  and  applied 
to  best  fit  a  client's  needs,"  he  says.  "Our  stu- 
dents not  only  have  the  opportunity  to  study  the 
theories  and  rules  of  the  law,  but  also  the  train- 
ing to  select  and  apply  them  properly  to  a 
client's  needs." 

The  specific  writing  and  lawyering  skills 
needed  are  carefully  spelled  out  in  the  new 
curriculum.  The  writing  should  be  analytical. 


persuasive,  scholarly,  or  expository  on  a  legal 
topic,  and  it  should  be  supervised  and  evaluated 
by  the  instructor.  Lawyering  skills  consist  of 
practice,  skills  exercises,  and  simulations,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to  drafting  documents,  inter- 
viewing clients  and  witnesses,  counseling 
clients,  negotiating  and  mediating  disputes,  and 
appearing  in  court.  This  work  will  also  be  super- 
vised and  evaluated  by  the  instructor. 

In  order  to  build  in  course  variety,  every 
professor  will  offer  at  least  one  course  with  at 
least  one  skills  or  writing  unit,  and  supervise  at 
least  two  externships  every  year.  "Everybody 
teaches  skills  or  writing,"  says  Buzuvis.  "Every- 
body is  pitching  in.  Writing  and  skills  are  some- 
thing that  we  all  need  to  be  doing." 


While  writing  across  the  curriculum  is  com- 
mon, Buzuvis  says.  Western  New  England  is 
leading  the  way  by  extending  the  concept  to 
skills  across  the  curriculum.  "And  that's  what 
our  proposal  really  is,"  she  says.  "The  student 
who  totally  wants  to  maximize  his  or  her  skills 
can  tell  by  looking  at  the  course  catalogue 
which  courses  have  a  skills  component  in  it — 
and  there's  no  upper  limit  on  skills  units — and 
put  together  a  combination  of  courses  that 
most  suits  his  or  her  legal  education.  Students 
can  make  themselves  as  practice-ready  as  they 
want  to  be  by  learning  the  skills  in  the  courses 
that  are  most  relevant  to  them."  ♦

Where  are  they  now? 


How  did  you  get  into  education  policy? 

"I  was  working  at  the  Social  Security  Administration  on 
policy  and  legislation.  I  applied  for  a  fellowship  to  work 
on  the  Hill.  That's  where  I  got  the  opportunity  to  work 
on  education  law.  I  didn't  have  any  significant  back- 
ground in  education  policy,  but  I  had  agency  and  regu- 
latory experience.  No  Child  Left  Behind  was  being 
authorized  at  the  time  and  I  fell  in  love  with  both  work- 
ing in  the  legislative  branch — working  in  the  United 
States  Senate — and  working  on  education  policy." 

What  do  you  do  in  your  current  position? 

"My  office  is  responsible  for  implementing  a  number 
of  federal  programs  related  to  special  education,  voca- 
tional rehabilitation,  independent  living,  and  rehabilita- 
tion research  programs.  We  provide  funds  and  support 
to  states,  school  districts,  and  nonprofit  organizations 
to  promote  inclusion,  ensure  equity,  and  create  oppor- 
tunities for  kids  and  adults  with  disabilities." 

How  do  you  do  that? 

"For  example,  the  courts  have  said  that  kids  with  dis- 
abilities are  entitled  to  a  free  appropriate  public  educa- 
tion. Congress  developed  legislation  in  the  seventies, 
which  is  now  known  as  I.D.E.A.,  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act,  that  provides  resources  to 
states  to  help  them  meet  their  constitutional  obligations 
to  kids  with  disabilities.  We  are  always  looking  to  help 
improve  program  performance,  provide  technical  assis- 
tance, and  support  our  partners  in  providing  better 
opportunities,  and  ultimately  better  education  for  kids 
with  disabilities." 

Do  you  \M  it? 

"It's  a  great  and  exciting  opportunity.  I've  only  been 
in  this  office  a  few  months  and  I'm  in  the  acting 
capacity.  But  I'm  really  trying  to  provide  leadership 
to  help  the  organization  become  a  sustainably  high- 
performing  organization  that  ultimately  improves  out- 
comes for  the  stakeholders — the  customers  that  we 
serve — the  kids,  families,  and  adults  with  disabilities." 

Do  you  ever  go  to  the  White  House? 

"I  have  meetings  there  often.  It's  very  cool.  If  the  day 
comes  where  I  stop  finding  it  incredibly  cool,  then  it's 
time  to  do  something  different."

Where  are  they  now? 

What's  the  relationship  between  your  team  and  the 
Winnipeg  Jets? 

"The  St.  John's  IceCaps  are  the  American  Hockey  League 
(AHL)  affiliate  of  the  Winnipeg  Jets  of  the  National  Hockey 
League  (NHL).  The  AHL  is  the  primary  development  league 
for  NHL  players,  coaches,  trainers,  and  management  staff. 
During  the  2011-12  season  we  had  14  players  participate 
in  games  for  both  the  IceCaps  and  the  Jets. 

What  do  you  do  all  day? 

"I  am  responsible  for  all  team  logistics.  We  are  based  in 
a  very  remote  location,  which  requires  us  to  have  lengthy 
road  trips,  typically  11  to  12  days  on  average.  So  there's 
a  lot  of  logistics  in  terms  of  booking  flights,  buses,  hotels, 
team  meals,  practices,  etc. 

"In  addition,  I  am  the  primary  contact  for  the  Jets  for 
player  transactions,  accommodations,  payroll  info,  immi- 
gration, and  healthcare  coverage.  My  assisting  in  these 
areas  for  the  players  allows  them  to  focus  on  their  job, 
which  is  to  develop  as  players  and  win  as  a  team  on  the  ice. 

"Another  of  my  daily  tasks  is  interpreting  the  Collective 
Bargaining  Agreement  (CBA)  between  the  AHL  and  the 
Professional  Hockey  Players  Association  to  make  sure  our 
team  is  adhering  to  everything  that  has  been  agreed  upon 
between  both  parties." 

Sounds  like  your  legal  education  could  be  useful  there. 

"When  I  was  in  law  school  I  did  an  independent  study  that 
focused  on  the  NHL  CBA  with  Professor  Peter  Adomeit, 
with  whom  I  had  taken  a  course  in  labor  law.  The  NHL 
CBA  is  a  larger  document  than  the  AHL  CBA,  so  having 
combed  through  all  of  that  legal  language  with  him  really 
benefitted  me  in  terms  of  being  able  to  understand  the  AHL 
CBA.  In  addition,  the  contracts  and  sales  courses  I  took 
with  Professor  Matthew  Charity  have  certainly  helped  me 
understand  the  terms  and  clauses  in  the  various  types  of 
contracts  I  review  on  a  regular  basis." 

Have  you  always  loved  hockey? 

"Well,  my  father  actually  works  in  this  league  as  well.  He's 
the  president  of  the  AHL.  So  I  essentially  grew  up  in  the 
locker  room."
